Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirty-second 
Annual  Report  of  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary 
Work  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1914. 

During  the  year,  1,132  deaths  occurred  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  district,  of  which  1,085 
took  place  within  the  district  and  forty-seven 
without,  and  2,460  births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  was  1677  per  thousand,  against  19’01,  the 
average  for  the  previous  thirty-four  years.  For  the 
three  previous  decennial  and  remaining  four-year 
periods  the  rates  were  respectively  2070,  19*79, 
18'08  and  16T3. 

The  birth  rate  was  3576  per  thousand  of  pop- 
ulation, against  3874,  the  average  for  the  previous 
thirty-four  years.  For  the  three  previous  decennial 
and  remaining  four-year  periods  the  average  rates 
were  respectively  40'93,  3977,  37T0  and  3579. 
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The  following  table  illustrates  more  clearly  the 
progressive  change  in  the  birth  and  death  rates, 
and  the  corresponding  result  on  the  natural  in- 
crease of  the  population: —

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The  death  rate  is  46-01  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  45-50,  the  average  for  the  previous 
thirty-four  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  565,  being  49-91  per  cent,  of  total  deaths, 
against  50-91,  the  average  for  the  previous  thirty- 
four  years. 

The  infant  mortality,  that  is  the  number  of 
deaths  under  one  year  to  1,000  births,  was  157, 
against  167*2,  the  average  for  the  previous  thirty- 
two  years. 

Thirty-four  deaths  were  of  persons  over  eighty 
years  of  age,  four  over  ninety:  sixteen  males  with 
an  average  of  82’1  years,  and  eighteen  females  with 
an  average  of  85  years. 

288  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  273  in 
the  second,  311  in  the  third  and  260  in  the  fourth. 

Sixty-three  deaths  occurring  in  the  district 
were  certified  by  coroner’s  inquest,  nine  by  cor- 
oner’s order,  and  two  were  registered  as  uncertified, 
having  been  notified  by  unqualified  practitioners. 

Thirty-two  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union 
Workhouse,  twenty-three  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  district  and  nine  of  persons  not  belonging  to 
the  district:  one  infant,  six  from  respiratory  and 
tubercular  disease,  two  from  cancer  and  the  rest 
from  ailments  incident  to  old  age.  Three  were 
over  eighty  years  of  age. 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital:  six  from  enteric  fever,  four 
from  scarlet  fever  and  one  from  diphtheria. 
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Forty-seven  transferred  deaths  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  occurred  at:  Sunderland 
Royal  Infirmary,  thirteen;  Hartlepool  Hospital, 
nine;  Durham  County  Hospital,  seven;  Sedgefield 
County  Asylum,  six;  Sunderland  Children’s  Hos- 
pital and  Sheffield  Union  Hospital,  two  each;  one 
each  at  Blackfell  Sanatorium  and  Newcastle  Royal 
Infirmary;  and  in  private  houses,  six. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
were  U25  per  thousand  of  population,  against  F89, 
the  average  for  the  previous  thirty-three  years.

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  of  this  disease  has 
appeared  in  the  district  since  1895. 

Small-pox. — Since  1905  only  one  case  has 
appeared  in  the  district,  in  1908.  During  the  year 
no  notice  has  been  received  of  a contact  entering 
the  district.  One  very  suspicious  case  was  reported, 
but  on  inquiry  it  proved  to  be  a severe  case  of  a 
group  of  varicella. 

Measles. — This  was  the  alternate  year  when 
this  disease  in  epidemic  form  was  not  to  be  expected, 
and,  indeed,  an  immunity  amounting  almost  to  a 
record  was  enjoyed.  The  first  quarter  was  abso- 
lutely free  from  the  disease  in  its  typical  form, 
though  there  was  a considerable  amount  of  rotheln 
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in  the  northern  part  of  the  district.  In  the  second 
quarter  it  appeared  in  the  same  localities  in  a more 
distinct  form,  but  very  mildly  as  an  epidemic.  In 
the  third  quarter  it  continued,  but  to  a less  extent, 
and  the  fourth  quarter  was  quite  free.  The  deaths, 
eight  in  number,  were  all  of  children  under  five 
years,  and,  as  usual,  were  immediately  due  to 
inflammatory  sequelae,  mostly  broncho-pneumonia. 
The  only  school  closing  found  necessary  by  the 
County  Authority  was  the  infant  department  at 
Murton,  for  a fortnight  in  March,  when  the  rotheln 
variety  was  prevalent. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Though  the  presence  of  this 
disease  is  constant  in  the  district  its  incidence 
varies,  though  not  with  the  recurrent  regularity  of 
measles.  No  locality  in  place  or  week  in  time  has 
been  quite  free,  though  its  incidence  varied  in 
localities  from  two  to  fourteen  per  thousand  and 
the  case  mortality  from  nil  in  two  localities  to  14 
per  cent.  As  an  epidemic  it  appeared  first  at 
Murton,  in  January,  by  infection  from  an  adjoining 
district  where  it  was  very  prevalent,  whence  it 
spread  to  Easington  and  Thornley.  The  other 
parts  of  the  district  were  less  affected.  Nearly  one 
half  of  the  cases  were  in  the  first  quarter,  and,  as 
has  been  frequently  observed,  quickly  subsided  on 
the  advent  of  warmer  weather.  Numerous  origins 
by  infection  from  outside  the  district  were  dis- 
covered, and  in  one  instance  an  imported  case 
was  returned  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  its  own 
district.  No  case  occurred  at  any  house  in  con- 
nection with  milk  supply.  Its  dissemination  was, 
as  usual,  by  the  intercourse  of  neighbours.  School 
closing  was  resorted  to  only  at  Murton.  That 
school  attendance  has  little  influence  in  spreading 
scarlatina  is  instanced  in  a teacher  who  continued 
his  work  for  three  days  with  this  disease  and  not 
a case  occurred  in  the  school.  The  following  table 
shews  the  vagaries  of  the  incidence  and  severity  of 
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this  disease  during  the  past  fourteen  years: —

I have  no  doubt  the  number  of  cases  was 
considerably  less  than  that  indicated  by  the  figures, 
as  many  cases  of  mild  rotheln  and  “fourth  disease” 
were  included.  These  diseases  resemble  each  other 
so  much  in  the  earlier  stages.  The  case  mortality 
was  therefore  greater  and  was  associated  with  renal, 
meningeal  and  anginosa  complications,  most  when 
the  number  was  smallest. 


Whooping  Cough. — This,  though  slight  the 
year  before,  has  been  very  prevalent  throughout  the 
district,  with  a high  death  rate  chiefly  at  Thornley 
and  Wheatley  Hill.  Most  of  the  deaths  were  in 
the  second  and  fourth  quarters,  all  were  under  five 
years,  and  half  were  infants. 


Diphtheria. — The  incidence  of  this  disease 
the  previous  year  was  the  highest  on  record.  1 his 
year  it  is  below  the  average  of  the  past  fifteen  years, 
the  time  during  which  it  has  become  a permanent 
visitor.  It  did  not  occur  as  an  epidemic,  although 
it  appeared  in  every  locality,  and  varied  from  0T4 
to  2'06  per  thousand,  yet,  except  in  these  extremes, 
it  was  more  uniform  than  formerly.  The  case 
mortality  varied  from  nil  in  two  localities  to  37, 
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and  both  the  highest  incidence  and  mortality  co- 
incided in  the  most  sparsely  populated  localities. 
It  appeared  normally  as  to  inclemency  of  season: 
thirty-nine  in  the  first  quarter,  twenty  in  the 
second,  ten  in  the  third  and  eighteen  in  the  fourth. 
As  to  age  incidence:  64  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were 
at  school  age,  five  to  fifteen  years,  with  a mortality 
of  15  per  cent.;  19  per  cent,  were  under  five  years, 
with  a mortality  of  35  per  cent.;  18  per  cent,  were 
over  fifteen  years,  without  a fatality;  there  were 
none  under  a year.  The  mortality  was  high,  con- 
sidering that  antitoxin  was  administered  generally 
in  all  severe  cases.  In  the  localities  where  there  were 
absolutely  the  most  cases  there  were  the  fewest 
deaths.  Many  were  so  mild  as  to  have  almost  no 
clinical  evidence,  and  only  a few  were  determined 
by  bacterial  test.  Of  suspicious  cases  tested,  only 
one  third  responded  positively.  There  was  an 
absence  of  that  indiscriminate  notification  of  all 
bad  throats  as  diphtheria  without  verification  by 
bacteriological  test,  a practice  which  does  not 
generally  obtain  in  the  district  but  is  limited  to 
individuals.  The  following  table  shews  the  number 
of  cases,  attack  rate  per  thousand  of  population  and 
the  case  mortality  per  cent.,  with  the  record  of 
similar  figures  for  the  past  fifteen  years: —

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The  eighty-seven  cases  occurred  in  seventy- 
nine  households,  the  multiple  cases  appearing  in 
six  houses  at  a period  that  would  admit  of  infection 
from  the  first,  one  couple  appeared  simultaneously, 
another  couple  had  been  in  close  contact  with 
scarlatina,  with  which  they  were  associated.  In 
four  cases  only  was  there  evidence  of  direct  in- 
fection by  contact,  and  one  was  brought  ill  from 
outside  the  district.  Besides  these,  there  was  no 
clear  proof  as  to  the  origin  of  any.  There  were,  as 
usual,  many  histories  of  chronic  bad  throat.  On 
careful  inquiry  there  was  no  evidence  of  infection 
from  school  attendance.  The  cases,  with  the  few 
exceptions  mentioned,  were  essentially  sporadic. 
Milk  as  a source  of  origin  was  also  excluded;  only 
six  of  the  cases  consumed  that  article,  and  in  25 
per  cent,  of  the  infected  houses  condensed  milk 
was  used.  One  case,  extremely  mild  and  not  bac- 
terially  tested,  occurred  at  a dairy  farm,  where 
efficient  means  for  isolation  were  easily  secured. 
Only  9 per  cent,  of  the  houses  were  markedly  dirty 
as  to  the  premises  and  personally  of  the  occupants, 
but  in  none  of  them  was  there  a second  case.  By 
inspection,  insanitary  conditions  were  discovered 
in  12  per  cent,  of  the  infected  houses,  a decreasing 
number.  As  to  housing  conditions,  6’3  per  cent, 
were  better  class,  with  an  average  of  1‘03  persons 
per  room,  and  93'7  per  cent,  were  in  workmen’s 
dwellings,  with  an  average  of  1*74  persons  per  room. 

The  cases  in  the  different  localities  were: — 
Easington,  ten  (attack  rate  1‘46,  mortality  10  0) : 
one  by  direct  infection,  three  in  old  houses  more 
or  less  damp,  the  rest  mostly  mild  in  new  and 
good  houses,  and  one  at  the  Workhouse  with  no 
history.  Haswell,  six  (attack  rate  0-87,  mortality 
16'66):  one  by  direct  infection,  fatal,  the  rest  in 
houses  fairly  good  but  with  structural  defects  com- 
mon to  old  houses.  Shotton,  seventeen  (attack  rate 
1'27,  mortality  5*88) : one  from  outside,  three  in 
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very  dirty  houses,  two  in  better-class  houses  with 
good  surroundings,  and  the  rest,  some  very  mild, 
in  workmen’s  dwellings  of  satisfactory  structure. 
Castle  Eden  group,  eight  (attack  rate  2'06,  mortality 
37*5) : one  with  defective  conveniences,  two  very 
damp,  the  rest  in  new  well-constructed  houses,  one 
fatal  case  tubercular.  Murton,  eight  (attack  rate 
0*92,  mortality  25*0) : one  by  direct  infection,  one 
defective  and  damp,  the  rest  in  houses  in  fair  good 
order,  but  one  overcrowded.  Thornley  and  Kelloe, 
four  (attack  rate  0*85,  mortality  nil):  one  with 
defective  convenience,  the  rest  mild  in  fairly  satis- 
factory houses.  Wingate,  eighteen  (attack  rate  1 *68, 
mortality  11*11):  one,  by  infection,  in  a good-class 
house,  two  very  dirty,  five  damp  in  the  walls,  two 
dying  the  same  day  as  notified,  and  the  rest  mostly 
mild  in  fair  surroundings.  Hutton  Henry  group, 
fifteen  (attack  rate  1 *95,  mortality  26*66):  four  in 
houses  with  defects  as  to  conveniences,  two  dirty, 
two  dying  early  with  chronic  throat,  the  rest  in 
fairly  sanitary  surroundings.  Seaham,  one  (attack 
rate  O' 14,  mortality  nil) : one  case  in  a good  house. 
Two  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardiac  paralysis. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  this 
disease  shews  a gratifying  decrease,  being,  except 
in  1912,  the  lowest  on  record.  Particularly  is  it 
favourable  as  diarrhoea  wras  very  prevalent,  and  this 
is  invariably  accompanied  by  an  increase  of  enteric 
fever.  The  figures  in  the  table  refer  to  actual 
notifications  of  this  disease.  If  to  these  continued 
fever  be  added,  they  would  then  read  33,  0'47  and 
27*27.  In  their  investigation,  every  case,  by  the 
courtesy  of  the  medical  attendant,  wras  the  subject 
of  a special  consultation  with  your  Medical  Officer, 
and  subsequent  inquiry  clearly  demonstrated  that 
two  of  them  were  lobar  pneumonia  and  three  tuber- 
culosis,— diseases  which  are  sometimes  difficult  to 
distinguish  from  enteric  fever — two  were  different 
diseases  altogether.  Five  of  these  early  terminated

fatally,  which  reduces  the  nine  deaths  certified  as 
from  enteric  fever  to  four.  One,  a drinker,  who 
also  died,  was  not  determined  and  is  left  in  the  list: 
errors  in  diagnosis  dying  quickly  and  certified  as 
notified  do  not  easily  admit  of  correction.  Cor- 
recting for  the  certain  errors  only,  and  including 
continued  fever,  the  table  should  read  26,  037  and 
1 5' 38,  and  the  mortality  per  thousand  of  population 
should  read  005  instead  of  O’ 12  in  the  table  at  the 
end  of  this  Report.  The  occurrence  of  the  cases 
was  seasonal:  two  in  the  first  quarter,  four  in  the 
second,  five  in  the  third  and  seventeen  in  the 
fourth;  twelve  were  in  October.  Most  of  the  cases 
were  well  marked,  the  onset  being  distinct  in  70 
per  cent.,  but  diarrhoea  only  in  30  per  cent.,  and 
one  case  was  so  mild  it  could  only  be  diagnosed  by 
a widal  reaction.  One  case  came  into  the  district 
ill,  in  two  direct  infection  was  certain  and  in  other 
two  probable.  In  no  case  was  water  supply,  milk, 
shell  fish  or  other  food  suspected.  Drainage  or 
other  sanitary  defects  were  not  found  to  be  associ- 
ated with  any,  and  though  three  of  the  houses 
were  old  and  defective  all  the  rest  were  found  in 
workmen’s  dwellings  of  recent  construction,  fair, 
often  very  good  sanitary  circumstances.  Three 
only  were  markedly  dirty  and  neglected  as  to  their 
interior.  In  one  house  the  existence  of  a “carrier 
was  strongly  suspected,  the  discovery  of  which  by 
bacterial  methods  was  attempted  but  the  results 
were  negative.  The  means  adopted  for  prevention 
and  spread  of  infection,  besides  inquiry,  assisted 
on  one  occasion  by  a Local  Government  Board 
Medical  Officer,  disinfection  of  premises  and  supply 
of  disinfectants  with  instructions,  included  removal 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  a larger  proportion  than 
in  any  previous  year.  On  Table  VI.  will  be  found 
details  of  occupation  and  age  attack  rates.  1 lie 
following  table  shews  the  number  of  cases  notified, 
the  attack  rate  per  thousand  of  population  and  the 
case  mortality  per  cent,  in  the  district  since  the 
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adoption  of  the  Notification  Act: —

Their  occurrence  and  distribution  in  the  district 
were: — Easington,  six  (rate  087,  mortality  33  per 
cent.):  one,  in  January,  in  a good  house,  said  he 
had  had  it  also  fifteen  years  before;  one,  in  April, 
in  a good  house,  who  said  he  had  been  visiting  an 
enteric  case  two  months  before;  twro,  in  September, 
with  no  history,  except  in  one  of  a chill;  twro,  in 
October,  one  with  no  history,  the  other  by  direct 
infection  from  one  in  September.  Haswell,  one,  in 
October  (rate  0T4,  mortality  100):  in  good  sur- 
roundings, with  no  history.  Shotton,  nine  (rate 
0*67,  mortality  33):  one  each  in  January,  June, 
September  and  November,  with  no  history,  and 
some  of  them  doubtful;  five  in  October,  at  Horden, 
all  in  good  surroundings,  with  no  history  and  with 
no  traceable  connection  between  them.  Castle 
Eden  group,  one  (rate  0*34,  mortality  nil),  at  Cold 
Hesleden,  in  good  surroundings  and  with  no  his- 
tory. Murton,  two  (rate  0‘23,  mortality  nil):  one 
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each  in  August  and  December,  in  good  houses,  and 
with  no  ascertainable  origin.  Thornley  and  Kelloe, 
nil.  Two  deaths  from  continued  fever  with  men- 
ingeal symptoms,  and  embraced  under  enteric  fever, 
were  poor  and  wretchedly  housed.  Wingate,  three 
(rate  078,  mortality  33):  one  each,  September  and 
November,  in  separate  houses  that  had  each  been 
infected  three  years  before,  but  one  possibly  in- 
fected from  outside;  and  one,  in  December,  so  mild 
as  to  be  identified  only  by  widal  reaction.  Hutton 
Henry,  four  (rate  0-52,  mortality  25):  one,  in  April, 
came  from  outside  the  district  infected;  and  three 
in  October,  one  by  direct  infection  from  outside 
and  two  with  no  history.  Seaham,  two  (rate  028, 
mortality  nil) : one  each  in  October  and  November, 
both  mild  and  with  no  history. 

Continued  Fever. — There  were  five  of  these, 
four  children  and  one  adult:  two  are  referred  to 
under  enteric  fever,  one  was  considered  a mild  case 
of  the  same,  and  two  were  so  mild  as  to  call  for  no 
special  comment. 

Diarrhoea. — The  deaths  were  10T5  per  cent, 
of  total  deaths,  against  571,  the  average  for  the 
previous  thirty-one  years.  94  per  cent,  were  of 
children  under  five  years,  and  of  these  74  per  cent, 
were  under  a year.  It  was  a typically  summer 
diarrhoea,  with  75  per  cent,  in  the  third  quarter. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  average  of  cases  to 
births  during  the  previous  twenty-one  years  was 
076  per  cent.  In  recent  years  it  has  been  declining, 
and  this  year  it  is  nil. 

Tuberculosis. — The  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  074  per  thousand  of  population, 
and  from  other  tubercular  diseases  072. 

Under  the  “ Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1912,”  order,  210  notifications  were 
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received  in  respect  of  115  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  lifty-five  for  other  forms  of  this  disease.  All 
cases  are  visited  domestically  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
by  whom  over  1,500  visits  and  revisits  have  been 
made.  Visits  are  also  made  by  your  Medical  Officer 
and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  but  not  so  systematically. 
Besides  inquiring  as  to  insanitary  conditions,  advice 
is  given,  with  printed  cards  of  instructions,  pocket 
spittoons  and  disinfectants  are  supplied,  and  dis- 
infection of  the  rooms  on  death  or  removal  when 
practicable. 

Twenty-three  pulmonary  cases  have  received 
institutional  treatment:  eight  at  Blackfell  Sanator- 
ium, four  at  Stanhope,  two  at  Maidenlaw,  one  each 
at  Blencathra  and  Hebburn,  and  seven  at  the  Union 
Workhouse.  Four  other  tubercular  have  been 
treated  in  local  hospitals.  A County  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  has  been  continued  within  the  district, 
at  Horden,  and  is  visited  weekly  by  a Tuberculosis 
Medical  Officer.  The  District  Committee  controls 
the  admissions  to  the  Sanatoria  and  orders  dispen- 
sary treatment.  Shelters  are  supplied  by  the  County 
Council.  The  utmost  benefit  is  not  yet  obtained  by 
the  means  at  command  as  many  cases  are  taken  up 
at  too  late  a stage  of  the  disease. 

The  mortality  from  this  disease  is  now  less 
than  half  of  what  it  was  when  I first  took  office, 
and  it  has  been  falling  independently  of  special 
treatment,  which  shews  that  the  first  line  of  defence 
is  improved  sanitation  in  the  home  and  its  sur- 
roundings. As  a preventive  measure,  the  public 
generally,  and  particularly  families  of  whom  a 
member  is  suffering  from  this  disease,  should  be 
instructed  to  understand  that  it  is  infectious,  the 
same  as  a fever  is,  and  often  as  sure,  though  not  so 
swift  in  its  action,  and  that  this  is  by  contact  in  the 
bed  or  room  or  by  careless  disposal  of  the  expector- 
ation. 
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The  District  Council  and  Board  of  Guardians 
each  continue  their  annual  subscriptions  of  £ 2 5 to 
the  Society  for  the  Prevention  and  Cure  of  Con- 
sumption in  the  County  of  Durham. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 
of  the  District. — The  surface  of  the  district  is 
undulating  from  the  coast  line  at  sea  level  to  nearly 
500  feet.  The  soil  is  generally  boulder  clay,  with 
sometimes  beds  of  sand  and  gravel.  The  whole  is 
underlain  by  the  magnesian  limestone,  which  in  a 
few  places  crops  out  at  the  surface.  Of  the  nine 
divisions,  those  in  number  four,  except  Cold 
Hesleden,  are  wholly  agricultural.  In  the  others, 
besides  a few  farms,  practically  the  whole  popula- 
tion is  employed  in  coal  mining  and  is  located  in 
villages  mostly  beside  the  collieries.  The  climate 
is  dry  and  cold. 

Housing  Accommodation. — The  main  part  of 
the  population,  consisting  of  workmen  engaged  in 
coal  mining,  continues  to  increase.  The  require- 
ments for  these  are  met  by  the  erection  of  new 
property,  mostly  owned  by  the  colliery  companies, 
but  also  by  private  owners.  They  are  generally  of 
an  improving  type,  with  good  sanitary  conveniences, 
from  plans  submitted  to  your  Council,  and  for  which, 
on  completion,  after  inspection  by  your  Surveyor, 
certificates  of  habitation  are  issued.  During  the 
year  plans  for  these  and  other  houses  have  been 
passed  by  your  Council  to  the  number  of  686,  and 
certificates  have  been  issued  for  434.  On  Table  VII. 
these  are  shewn,  classified  as  to  varieties  and  local- 
ities, and  also  other  buildings  not  dwelling  houses. 
Besides  those  tabulated,  101  houses  were  erected 
at  Murton  under  Part  III.  of  the  “ Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1890,”  twenty-eight  of  five 
rooms  and  seventy-three  of  four  rooms.  They  are 
of  a superior  type,  with  a w.c.,  bathroom  and  garden. 
The  streets  are  on  the  avenue  system.  A caretaker 
and  rent  collector  has  been  appointed  for  them. 
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There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  over- 
crowding in  the  district  generally,  and  especially  at 
Shotton,  particulars  of  which  were  given  in  my 
Report  for  1913.  This  was  referred  to  a special 
Shotton  Housing  Committee,  to  whom  your  In- 
spector submitted  a more  detailed  report  on  all  the 
old  property  of  the  village.  Much  of  this  had  been 
repaired  after  standing  empty  for  some  years,  but, 
no  matter  what  the  amount  of  repair,  property  of 
this  class  soon  relapses  into  a defective  condition. 
Your  Council  decided  to  erect  100  houses  here 
under  Part  III.  of  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,”  and  to  begin  at  once  with  fifty. 
Instructions  have  been  given  for  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  land 
are  in  progress,  on  the  completion  of  which  power 
to  borrow  the  money  will  be  applied  for. 

There  are  still  many  of  the  oldest  type  of  house, 
built  of  limestone  about  seventy  years  ago,  that  can 
be  made  satisfactorily  habitable  only  by  wholly 
rebuilding.  Your  Council  have  asked  the  colliery 
companies  owning  these  to  undertake  their  rebuild- 
ing at  the  rate  of,  say,  twenty  a year,  but  the  number 
so  improved  has  fallen  much  short  this  year.  The 
work  had  been  progressing,  but  promises  to  do 
extensive  repairs  have  been  unconditionally  with- 
drawn during  the  crisis,  and  the  issuing  of  closing 
orders  and  eviction  notices  have  been  suspended 
for  the  same  reason. 

From  the  outbreak  of  war  to  31st  December, 
4,384  workmen  from  the  collieries  alone,  besides 
others,  left  their  employment  to  join  the  ranks.  To 
this  extent  overcrowding  has  been  diminished  for 
the  time,  but,  besides  the  work  of  these  being  lost, 
there  has  been  a large  diminution  of  the  industry  of 
the  district.  The  number  gone,  which  still  increases, 
embraces,  among  the  fittest  and  best,  mechanical 
labour  required  for  house  building  and  repair  which 
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cannot  now  be  obtained.  At  the  same  time,  the 
financial  disturbance  is  no  inconsiderable  detail. 
Building  operations  are  almost  suspended,  and  at 
the  moment  the  demand  for  houses  has  ceased. 

At  the  village  of  Haswell  Colliery,  now  stopped 
working,  there  are  still  200  houses  in  a very  bad 
condition.  The  County  Council  undertook  the  work 
of  their  improvement  or  demolition  five  years  ago, 
but,  except  that  fewer  are  now  occupied,  there  is 
little  change. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  sewerage 
system  from  Deaf  Hill,  Wingate,  Station  Town, 
Hutton  Henry,  Castle  Eden,  Castle  Eden  Colliery, 
High  Hesleden,  Low  Hesleden  and  Blackball  to 
the  sea  has  proceeded  during  the  year  and  is  now 
nearly  half  completed. 

For  the  scheme  from  Haswell,  South  Hetton, 
Murton,  Cold  Hesleden,  Dalton-le-Dale  and  part  of 
New  Seaham  to  the  sea  within  Seaham  Harbour 
Urban  District,  the  contract  has  been  let  for  ,619,698 
and  a resident  engineer  appointed  to  look  after  the 
construction  of  the  work. 

It  is  interesting  and  satisfactory  to  note  with 
reference  to  the  sea  outfall  schemes,  which  your 
Surveyor  (Mr.  Waterhouse)  has  always  so  strongly 
recommended  in  preference  to  disposal  works,  that 
in  the  case  of  Easington  and  Horden  main  outfall 
to  the  sea,  which  have  been  working  for  over  four 
years,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  spend  a single 
penny  in  maintenance,  and  the  streams  into  which 
the  sewage  used  to  flow  are  now  perfectly  free  from 
pollution. 

Bacterial  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Murton. 
The  whole  of  the  filtering  media  in  the  two  beds 
have  been  renewed  with  500  cubic  yards  of  clinker 
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and  250  cubic  yards  of  the  old  material  screened 
and  washed  for  re-use ; the  walls  of  the  beds  have 
been  taken  down  where  necessary  and  rebuilt. 
Haswell. — Consequent  upon  the  destruction  at  these 
works,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  fit  new  dis- 
tributing arms.  Shotton. — A full  set  of  distributing 
arms  to  one  bed  has  been  fitted  to  replace  those 
worn  out,  and  various  repairs  have  been  executed 
to  keep  the  plant  efficient.  Thornley  and  Wheatley 
Hill. — These  works  have  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled, and,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion 
of  the  County  Authorities,  the  capacity  of  the 
sludge  tanks  is  being  enlarged  and  improved. 
New  Seaham  Pumping  Station. — The  plant  has 
been  maintained  in  a thorough  working  condition. 
Trimdon  and  Castle  Eden  have  been  kept  in  working 
order. 

Besides  maintaining  old  sewers,  new  sewers 
have  been  laid  by  yOur  Surveyor  to  a total  of  4,798 
yards:  146  yards  12",  4,320  yards  9"  and  332  yards 
6"  at  the  following  places: — 

Easington  Village. — 370  yards  9"  pipes,  and 
eight  manholes,  for  the  reconstruction  of  a brick 
and  tile  sewer  draining  property  in  Clappersgate, 
and  20  yards  6"  to  connect. 

Haswell. — 572  yards  9",  and  three  manholes, 
to  pipe  in  open  beck  carrying  sewage  from  Blue 
House. 

South  Hetton. — 100  yards  9",  with  two  man- 
holes, for  renewal  and  extension  of  sewer  to  Back 
Hedley  Terrace. 

Shotton. — 404  yards  9",  and  eight  manholes, 
to  drain  existing  properties  and,  including  surface 
water,  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
village. 
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Horden. — 60  yards  9",  with  one  manhole,  a 
new  sewer  to  afford  relief  to  existing  system  and 
prevent  flooding. 

Murton. — 707  yards  9"  sewer,  with  nineteen 
manholes,  to  renew  defective  house  drainage  from 
Back  James  Street,  North  Western  Terrace,  South 
Western  Terrace,  Back  Victoria  Terrace  and  Back 
Adeline  Avenue,  including  extension  of  the  system 
to  the  new  Council  Schools. 

Wingate. — 146  yards  12",  1,152  yards  9"  and 
112  yards  6",  with  twenty-four  manholes,  to  sewer 
part  of  the  village,  hitherto  served  by  open  channels, 
in  connection  with  new  scheme  to  the  sea. 

Wheatley  Hill. — 230  yards  9",  with  two  man- 
holes, and  65  yards  6"  to  renew  existing  defective 
sewers  and  extension  to  new  property  in  Granville 
Terrace. 

Deaf  Hill. — 40  yards  6"  for  new  connections. 

Hutton  Henry. — 622  yards  9",  with  eleven 
manholes,  and  125  yards  6"  to  sewer  new  Council 
Schools  and  expected  new  houses  en  route. 

Castle  Eden  Colliery. — 30  yards  9",  with  three 
manholes,  to  catch  sewage  causing  a nuisance  and 
connect  with  new  system. 

New  Seaham.— 73  yards  9",  with  two  man- 
holes, a new  sewer  to  prevent  flooding  of  houses 
in  and  around  Vane  Terrace. 

At  Shotton  nine  large  gullies,  and  at  Thornley 
two,  have  been  fixed  to  catch  surface  water. 

At  Station  Town  an  automatic  sewer  flushing 
tank  was  fixed  for  the  sewer  in  East  lei  race,  neces- 
sitated by  want  of  fall. 
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Urinals. — Instructions  have  been  given  for  the 
erection  of  three  of  these  in  brickwork:  one  at 
Wheatley  Hill,  completed;  one  at  Shotton,  in 
course  of  construction;  and  one  at  Horden  to  be 
commenced.  Seven  cast-iron  urinals  in  the  district 
have  been  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition  as  to 
water  supply  and  drainage. 

“ Private  Street  Works  Act.” — Under  this, 
the  following  streets  have  been  made  up  and  com- 
pleted at: — Haswell:  Back  Allendale  Terrace,  Back 
Alexandra  Terrace,  Back  Front  Street.  At  Haswell 
Plough:  the  six  Cross  Rows,  the  street  at  the  north 
end  of  these  and  Back  Front  Street.  At  South 
Hetton:  Back  Front  Street,  Back  Clarence  Street, 
Back  Thomas  Street,  Back  Fallowfield  Terrace. 
At  Thornley:  Percy  Street,  Bow  Street  and  portion 
of  Collingwood  Street.  At  Wheatley  Hill:  Back 
Alexandra  Terrace.  At  Trimdon:  Back  Prospect 
Street  and  approach  road  to  schools.  At  New 
Seaham:  Cross  Street  to  Gregson  Terrace  and  Back 
Park  View  Terrace.  At  Seaton:  Back  John  Street 
and  Clark’s  Terrace  and  Back  Byron  Terrace. 

Streets  in  progress:  Back  Granville  Street, 
Wheatley  Hill;  Back  Park  View  Terrace,  New 
Seaham;  and  Railway  Street,  Station  Town. 

Plans  for  the  following  streets  have  been 
prepared  by  your  Surveyor,  but  the  work  is  not 
yet  begun: — Murton:  Claude  Terrace,  back  streets 
between  South  Henry  Street  and  North  James 
Street,  and  between  Claude  Terrace  and  North 
Henry  Street,  Back  South  James  Street,  Back 
North  Coronation  Street  East,  Back  Northwestern 
Terrace,  Back  South  Western  Terrace,  Back  South 
Coronation  Street  East,  Back  George  Street,  Lady 
Adeline  Avenue,  back  and  front,  street  between 
George  Street  and  Victoria  Terrace.  South  Hetton: 
Back  Hedley  Terrace.  Wheatley  Hill:  Back  Ford, 
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Gullock,  Pyman,  Wolmerhausen,  Maria,  Arne, 
Robson,  Webb,  Quarry  and  Grainger  Streets,  back 
streets  between  Gothay  and  Louisa,  Patton  and 
Hirst,  Plantation  and  John,  Annie  and  Emily, 
Smith  and  Elizabeth  Streets. 

The  orders  for  new  streets  are  obtained  as 
required.  The  other  adoptive  Acts  for  which 
orders  are  in  force  in  the  district  are  scheduled  in 
detail,  with  the  dates  of  the  orders,  on  Table  VIII. 

Water  Supply. — All  water  supplied  to  the 
district  is  got  from  the  magnesian  limestone,  free 
from  organic  impurity  and  abundant  for  drinking 
purposes.  It  is  pumped  by  water  companies  or 
colliery  companies,  and  is  distributed  by  them 
directly  or  by  your  Council  who  own  fifty-three 
meters  in  the  district.  To  supply  new  property, 
180  yards  of  3"  main  has  been  laid  at  Wheatley 
Hill  and  156  yards  at  Thornley.  Some  isolated 
farms  are  supplied  still  by  shallow  springs.  A sample 
of  one  taken  for  analysis  was  found  to  be  good  at 
the  source  but  contaminated  by  surface  pollution. 

The  Surveyor’s  regular  staff  consists  of  eleven 
men,  and  an  average  number  of  forty  were  employed 
each  week  during  the  year.  The  work  of  street 
making  is  let  separately  by  contract. 

Insanitary  Property. — Considerable  atten- 
tion has  been  devoted,  as  heretofore,  to  secure 
improvements  to  old  and  defective  houses.  1 his  was 
got  by  verbal  notices  to  owners  by  your  Inspectors, 
by  informal  and  preliminary  written  notices,  and 
by  159  statutory  notices  served  by  your  Council. 
Special  committees  have  met  owners  of  lots  of 
houses  to  negotiate  as  to  the  amount  of  improvement 
demanded,  and  time  allowed  for  its  accomplishment. 
The  improvements  obtained  varied  from  repairs, 
including  raising  of  walls,  to  being  wholly  rebuilt.

Easington. — Nine  in  Clappersgate,  with  defects 
as  to  damp,  dilapidation,  drainage,  sanitary  conve- 
niences and  access  to  them:  provided  with  what  was 
necessary,  including  in  one  a w.c.  Seventeen  in 
Front  Street,  with  defects  as  to  damp,  dilapidation, 
sanitary  conveniences  and  drainage:  repaired  and 
drainage  provided,  and  four  w.c.’s  introduced.  Two 
in  Caldwell  Terrace,  with  defects  as  to  damp, 
dilapidation,  privy  accommodation  and  road  access 
to  it.  Six  in  Thorpe  Lane,  deficient  in  privy  accom- 
modation and  repairs.  Two  in  Back  Lane,  want  of 
access  to  back  premises  and  paving.  One  in  Chapel 
Street,  with  damp  walls  and  no  access  to  ash-closet: 
w.c.  and  ashbin  added. 

Haswell. — Ten  in  Mary  Street:  four  back-to- 
back  converted  to  three,  with  w.c.’s  added;  six  with 
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clamp  walls  and  other  defects.  Five  in  George 
Street:  three  entirely  rebuilt  and  two  with  damp 
walls.  Four  in  Church  Street,  with  insufficient 
ash-closet  accommodation.  Five  in  Johnson  Square, 
damp  and  in  disrepair,  converted  into  four.  Four 
in  Front  Street,  with  defective  privies,  provided 
with  w.c.  and  ashbin;  and  two  in  general  disrepair. 
One  in  Station  Street,  with  dilapidated  privy,  had 
w.c.  introduced. 

South  Hetton. — Three  in  Gale  Street,  with  low 
attics,  had  the  walls  raised  and  converted  into  four- 
roomed  houses.  Five  in  Braclyll  Street,  defective 
yards.  Twenty  in  Front  Street:  ten  deficient  as  to 
privies  and  drainage,  seven  had  dormer  windows 
introduced  to  upper  storey,  three  suffered  from 
general  dilapidation.  Four  in  Richmond  Street, 
generally  repaired.  Four  each  in  James  Street  and 
Smith  Street,  with  low  attics,  had  their  walls  raised 
and  generally  improved.  One  in  Prospect  Place, 
midden  privy  and  yard  repair. 

Shotton. — Six  in  Walton  Street  reconstructed. 
Four  in  Primrose  Cottages  wholly  rebuilt.  Twelve 
in  Front  Street,  with  defects  as  to  privy  accommo- 
dation: replaced  as  to  eight  by  w.c.’s,  and  ash-closets 
for  the  others.  Fifty-three  in  Pollard  and  adjoin- 
ing streets,  in  general  disrepair:  all  considerably 
improved,  though  not  sufficiently. 

Castle  Eden. — Two  houses  in  North  Road, 
Wingate,  improved  as  to  dampness  and  privy 
accommodation. 

Dalton -le-Dale. — Six  houses  improved  as  to 
damp,  ventilation,  drainage  and  privy  accommo- 
dation. 

Hawthorn. — Four  houses,  general  repairs  and 
improvement  to  upper  rooms  by  introduction  of 
dormer  windows. 
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Burdon. — One  house,  general  repairs,  including 
sanitary  convenience. 

Murton. — Twenty  back-to-back  houses  in  Prin- 
cess Street  provided  with  through  ventilation, 
improved  yards,  ash-closet,  and  separate  drainage  to 
each.  Six  in  Lancaster  Street  had  dormer  window 
fixed  in  each  to  improve  ventilation  and  lighting  in 
upper  rooms,  and  yard  paving. 

Thornley. — Six  houses  in  School  Square  and 
one  in  Albert  Street  wholly  rebuilt.  Twelve  back- 
to-back  houses  in  Collingwood  Street  and  four  in 
Brick  Row  were  wholly  reconstructed  and  converted 
in  half  the  number  of  larger  houses  with  the  addition 
of  general  sanitary  improvements.  Four  houses 
in  Hartlepool  Street,  generally  dilapidated,  were 
repaired,  with  the  addition  of  proper  sanitary 
conveniences. 

Wingate. — Thirteen  houses  in  Front  Street, 
with  low  attics,  were  wholly  rebuilt  and  provided 
with  enclosed,  cemented  yards  with  trapped  sink, 
drainage  and  ash-closet  to  each.  Ten  houses  in 
Seymour  Street  were  provided  with  paved  yard, 
trapped  sink  and  ash-closet  to  each. 

Wheatley  Hill. — Forty-seven  houses  in  Ford 
Street  and  Wolmerhausen  Street  were  provided 
with  separate  paved  yard  with  trapped  sink  and 
ash-closet — part  of  a scheme  for  the  whole  of  the 
village. 

Trimdon. — Sixteen  houses  in  Cuthbertson 
Street  have  had  new  pantries  built,  staircases  in- 
troduced to  take  the  place  of  step-ladders,  upper 
rooms  reconstructed  and  cement  floors  laid.  In 
Station  Road  six  houses  have  been  generally  re- 
paired. Eighteen  had  yards  paved  with  cement 
or  asphalt  and  improvements  to  conveniences, 
including  four  w.c.’s. 
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Hutton  Henry. — In  Rodridge  Street  four  houses 
have  been  generally  repaired  and  sixteen  yards 
cement  paved. 

Hesleden. — Six  houses  have  undergone  general 
repair,  including  addition  of  ash-closet,  and  fifty- 
four  yards  paved  with  cement. 

New  Seaham. — Seventeen  houses  in  Mill 
Cottages,  defective  as  to  dampness,  yard  paving, 
privy  accommodation  and  drainage,  have  had  these 
remedied,  including  one  w.c.  Twelve  houses  in 
Post  Office  Street  have  been  improved  in  the  upper 
room  by  the  introduction  of  a dormer  window. 
Two  houses  in  Bank  Head  Street  have  had  dormer 
windows  and  staircases  added,  which  is  to  be 
continued  to  the  rest  of  the  houses  in  the  street. 
In  Mill  Street  two  have  had  better  pantry  accom- 
modation constructed. 

Seaton. — Three  houses  defective  as  to  damp- 
ness, want  of  paving,  drainage  and  water  supply 
have  had  these  remedied. 

The  foregoing  improvements  include  the  re- 
placing of  old  midden  privies  by  ash-closets  and 
w.c.’s,  and  house  yards  paved  with  cement  or 
asphalt,  summarised  as  follow: —

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“ Housing,  Town  Planning  &c.  Act,  1909.” — 
Under  the  “ Inspection  of  Districts  Regulation 
Order,  1910,”  this  work  has  proceeded  as  intervals  of 
time  have  permitted,  progressing  regularly  through 
the  district,  but  separately  from  individual  inspec- 
tions calling  for  special  attention.  The  results  of 
both  procedures  as  to  closing  and  repair  are,  for 
convenience  and  perspicacity,  combined  in  the 
Table  under  Insanitary  Property.

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Paragraphs  II.— VII.,  in  the  present  emergency, 
may  be  taken  as  the  year  before. 

Your  Clerk  (Mr.  Longden),  after  acting  as 
enrolling  officer  and  helping  to  get  together  the 
County  Battalion  D.L.I.  (18th  Service  Battalion), 
was  gazetted  a Captain  of  the  regiment,  which  was 
formed  for  the  commercial  and  artizan  classes  of 
the  County  of  Durham,  and  equipped  by  private 
subscriptions  by  Lord  Durham,  Colonel  Rowland 
Burdon,  Mr.  Wm.  Cresswell  Gray  and  other 
gentlemen.  This  regiment,  at  the  bombardment 
of  the  Hartlepools,  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
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first  of  Lord  Kitchener’s  Army  to  come  under  shell 
lire,  losing  six  men  killed  and  ten  wounded.  Five 
of  the  office  staff  (clerical),  Messrs.  Williamson, 
Thompson,  Kell,  Gray  and  Wass,  in  addition  to 
Mr.  lrenbath  (Sanitary  Surveyor’s  Department), 
have  enlisted.  With  this  depletion,  although  other 
assistance  has  been  obtained,  it  is  obvious  the  work 
cannot  be  carried  on  without  difficulty. 

Nuisances. — Informal  notices  have  been  served 
by  your  Inspectors  for  612  minor  nuisances  and 
defects  that  have  not  come  under  the  notice  of  your 
Council  for  the  following  conditions: — Dwelling 
Houses,  foul  conditions,  13,  structural  defects,  55, 
overcrowding,  17;  Lodging  Houses,  8;  Cowsheds, 
27;  Bakehouses,  3;  Slaughter  Houses,  17;  Ashpits 
and  Privies,  102;  Deposits  of  Refuse  and  Manure, 
31;  Water-closets,  5;  Defective  Yard  Paving,  45; 
House  Drainage,  defective  traps,  22,  no  disconnec- 
tion from  sewers,  4,  other  faults,  99;  Water  Supply, 
5;  Pigsties,  6;  Animals  Improperly  Kept,  7;  Other 
Nuisances,  49;  Ice  Cream  Shops,  2;  Defective 
Ash-closet  Hatches,  31;  Notices  to  Scavenging 
Contractors,  39.  Formal  notices  sent  by  order  of 
Authority,  25. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Removal. — Some 
of  the  older  houses  still  use  the  antiquated  midden 
privy,  but  this  is  being  replaced  by  the  ash-closet, 
which  mostly  obtains  throughout  the  district.  Of 
the  641  houses  inspected  during  the  year  under 
“Inspection  of  Districts  Regulation,”  13  per  cent, 
had  the  midden  privy.  The  Water  Closet  is  be- 
coming introduced;  nearly  6 per  cent,  of  the  houses 
are  so  provided,  and  this  proportion  will  increase,  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  have  now  sanctioned 
the  adoption  of  Sections  39-42  of  the  “ Public 
Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,”  which  enables 
your  Council  to  enforce  the  water-carriage  system 
to  all  new  houses  where  arrangement  of  drainage 
and  water  supply  permits. 
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The  removal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  by  your 
Council  for  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  work  is 
let  out  by  contract,  and  though  in  the  main  done 
fairly  well,  is  at  times  neglected  as  to  frequency  of 
cleansing;  for  this,  cheques  in  payment  have  been 
withheld  at  Easington,  Shotton,  Station  Town  and 
Trimdon.  Covered  carts  have  been  got  for  use  at 
New  Seaham  with  marked  benefit.  Where  the 
streets  have  been  made  up,  more  efficiency  in 
scavenging  can  be  carried  out  and  should  be  insisted 
on  either  by  the  contractor  or,  as  at  some  of  the 
colliery  villages,  by  a separate  workman.  The 
nuisance  caused  by  depositing  paper  and  other 
combustible  matter  in  receptacles  still  continues. 
Bills  have  been  posted  drawing  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  this,  and  it  is  surprising  that  householders 
do  not  make  better  response  in  a matter  that  con- 
cerns their  own  interest.  A serious  nuisance  is 
caused  by  fish  hawkers  entering  the  district,  leaving 
fish  offal  on  any  convenient  space.  The  co-operation 
of  the  police  has  been  asked,  and  a few  prosecutions 
would  have  a beneficial  effect. 

Efficient  scavenging  and  disposal  of  refuse  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  for  want  of  suitable 
tips  for  the  refuse  and  thoroughly  reliable  con- 
tractors. The  whole  question  requires  serious 
consideration  as  to  whether,  for  its  solution,  the 
introduction  of  destructors  may  be  necessary. 

The  amount  spent  in  scavenging  during  the 
year  was  £ 5,876 . 

Lodging  Houses. — There  is  now  only  one 
permanent  lodging  house  in  the  district,  at  Eas- 
ington, provided  with  forty-seven  beds,  well 
constructed  and  kept  in  good  order:  only  verbal 
notices  have  been  given  requiring  greater  attention 
to  cleanliness.  There  is  also  a temporary  one  at 
Hesleden  for  workmen  employed  at  the  new 
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sewerage  scheme:  it  is  fairly  well  conducted.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  either  of  them. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  thirty-nine  of 
these  on  the  register,  and  no  new  ones  have  been 
added  during  the  year.  They  are  regularly  in- 
spected and  are  generally  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition.  One  has  been  improved  by  facing  the 
internal  walls  with  white  glazed  brick.  Only  a few 
informal  notices  were  given  for  whitewashing, 
cleansing  and  removal  of  refuse. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — One 
has  been  added  during  the  year,  and  there  are 
now  sixty-six  on  the  register.  They  are  regularly 
inspected,  and  though  they  are  mostly  in  fair 
condition  there  are  some  defective.  Twenty-seven 
informal  notices  were  given  for  neglect  of  lime- 
washing and  cleanliness,  and  as  to  defects  in 
ventilation,  floors  and  drainage.  A cow  giving 
milk  at  a farm  was  reported  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis:  the  sale  of  the  milk  was  stopped,  and 
the  animal  was  eventually  destroyed  and  buried 
with  the  necessary  precautions. 

Hospitals,  Infectious  Diseases  and  Pre- 
vention.— The  occurrence  of  any  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease  is  the  subject  of  inquiry,  on  the 
spot,  as  to  its  origin  and  circumstances,  and  every 
important  case,  including  enteric  fever  and  sus- 
pects, is  individually  visited  and  inquired  into  by 
your  Medical  Officer.  Every  notified  house  is 
supplied  with  printed  instructions  as  to  precautions 
to  be  observed,  disinfectants  are  supplied  and 
houses  disinfected  when  practicable,  and  badly 
infected  material — such  as  bedding — burned  and 
compensation  paid. 

Disinfection  in  a rural  district  cannot  be  carried 
out  systematically,  but  thorough  cleanliness,  with 
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the  use  of  disinfectants,  can  be  and  is  more  useful. 
Indeed,  the  ceremonial  of  official  disinfection  has 
this  drawback,  it  engenders  the  idea  that  further 
soap  and  water  cleansing  is  superfluous. 

School  attendance,  as  influencing  infection,  is 
kept  under  observation  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  School  (Medical)  Authority.  Correspond- 
ence is  maintained  with  adjoining  authorities  as  to 
contacts,  possibility  of  infection  by  milk  supply,  and 
kindred  matters.  Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  still  sup- 
plied for  the  use  of  persons  unable  to  purchase  it. 

In  the  Workhouse  Hospital  eight  cases  of 
tubercular  disease  have  been  treated,  two  of  them 
from  outside  the  district. 

.£4,070  was  disbursed  in  outdoor  relief.

Under  the  “ Glanders  or  Farcy  Order,  1907,” 
three  notices  were  received.  The  infected  animals 
were  slaughtered  and  the  bodies  cremated. 

The  old  Isolation  Hospital  of  four  wards  has 
been  maintained  and  has  received  for  treatment 
seventy-two  cases. 

The  new  Hospital  has  been  under  construction 
during  the  year  and,  it  is  expected,  will  be  ready 
for  occupation  shortly. 

The  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  and 
Sedgefield  Rural  District  has  been  maintained  in 
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order  for  the  reception  of  patients.  As  to  the 
preparation  being  made  for  the  use  of  this  building, 
the  objections  to  vaccination,  which  in  1911,  1912 
and  1913  were  respectively  19,  30  and  36  per  cent, 
of  registered  births,  have  this  year  risen  to  39  per 
cent.  The  few  “conscientious”  objectors  are  so 
from  want  of  knowledge,  and,  in  my  experience, 
by  candid  information  can  be  easily  converted.  It 
is  notorious  that  in  a large  majority  the  objection 
is  made  simply  to  avoid  trouble.  It  is  deplorable 
that  exemption  from  such  valuable  means  of  pre- 
venting disease  should  be  granted  so  easily  when  a 
word  in  season  might  waken  the  conscience  of  the 
applicant.  The  only  consolation  is  that  it  is  worse 
in  other  districts. 

Inoculation  against  enteric  fever  is  pressing  for 
consideration.  So  far,  the  evidence  is  clear  as  to  its 
efficacy.  If  it  be  made  compulsory,  as  vaccination 
was  until  recently,  the  typhoid  fever  wards,  like  the 
hospital  for  small-pox,  will  remain  empty  and  be 
retained  only  as  precautionary  institutions. 

Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. — The 
memorandum  on  this  was  considered,  but  no  new 
work  has  been  proposed  as  there  is  no  evidence  of 
a pressing  necessity  in  the  meantime.  The  “ Noti- 
fication of  Births  Act”  is  in  force  and  for  this  there 
are  three  Health  Visitors,  Miss  Hogarth,  Miss  de 
Cuny  and  Miss  Speak,  who  do  this  work  in  the 
district  along  with  the  tuberculosis  visiting.  Over 
3,000  visits  have  been  made,  including  revisits, 
mostly  to  the  bottle  fed,  of  whom  there  are,  approx- 
imately, 20  per  cent,  under  three  months  and  50 
per  cent,  to  some  extent  under  six  months.  The 
Visitors  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to 
instruct  mothers  as  to  feeding  and  the  care  of 
infants.  So  far,  improvement  has  been  noted  in 
the  decreased  use  of  long  tube  bottles  and  the 
more  frequent  use  of  the  cot.  Unfortunately,  their 
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visits  are  occasionally  resented  as  an  intrusion,  but 
generally  they  are  well  received,  especially  by  the 
younger  mothers,  who  are  more  amenable  to  advice. 

It  is  the  older  ones  who  have  had  “ experience 
that  they  find  to  be  hopeless.  In  the  matter  of 
feeding,  not  only  in  infancy  but  at  all  ages,  there  is 
much  room  for  improvement,  the  fallacious  idea 
that  a food  value  varies  as  the  price  paid  for  an 
article  is  ingrained,  and  advice  should  be  directed 
to  uproot  it. 

The  notification  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
has  been  in  force  since  1st  April.  Four  cases 
were  notified.  They  were  visited,  and  inquiry 
shewed  that  one  case  was  got  by  direct  infection 
from  an  adult. 

As  to  the  needs  of  the  district  in  regard  to 
maternity,  it  might  be  shewn  that  according  to 
the  latest  figures  the  mortality  in  England  and 
Wales  was  3 *98  per  thousand  births  (one  third 
from  puerperal  fever),  the  mortality  in  the  district 
was  2-43;  further,  puerperal  fever  has  been  declin- 
ing and  not  a single  case  occurred  during  the  year. 
This  fact  speaks  either  for  the  sanitary  circumstances 
or  the  service  rendered  to  the  miners’  families  by 
their  doctors. 

Military  Work. — Four  locations  have  been 
occupied  by  the  military,  three  cavalry  and  one 
infantry.  One  billet  was  reported  on  to  the  com- 
manding officer  before  lodgment.  In  the  Sanitary 
Surveyor’s  Department  the  work  of  laying  on  water 
supply  and  providing  lavatories  and  latrines  on  the 
pail  system  was  carried  out  for  the  various  troops. 
The  Local  Government  Board’s  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  encampments  visited  the  billets  in  com- 
pany with  your  Medical  Officer.  Your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  regularly  visited  the  billets  and 
carried  out  daily  cleansing  and  removal  of  refuse, 
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and  given  such  assistance  as  was  required  for  san- 
itary measures,  including  supplies  of  disinfectants, 
and  were  provided  with  passes  by  the  commanding 
officeis  to  facilitate  their  work.  The  various  mem- 
01  an  da  on  fevers  in  connection  with  the  military 
have  been  leceived  and  utilised  in  correspondence 
with  the  military  medical  officers  as  to  tracing 
contacts  etc.  Only  one  officer  of  the  R.A.M.C.  is 
located  in  the  district,  to  whom  the  weekly  sum- 
mary has  been  sent. 

Seven  licences  for  the  storage  of  petrol  and 
calcium  carbide  have  been  issued  after  report  by 
your  Surveyor  as  to  sufficient  distance  from  dwell- 
ings and  in  compliance  with  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Special  sub-committees  were  appointed  to 
consider  the  Murton  and  Shotton  Housing  Schemes 
under  Part  III.  of  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act  ”,  and  a Local  Government  Board 
Inquiry  for  the  Sewage  Scheme  Haswell  etc.  to  the 
sea  was  held  on  13th  January. 

An  order  has  been  made  by  the  County  Council 
for  the  transfer  of  that  part  of  Easington  Parish 
south  of  Horden  Dene  Beck  to  Shotton  Parish. 
The  order  still  awaits  confirmation  by  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

Your  Chairman  and  Clerk  attended  the  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Rural  District  Councils’  Associa- 
tion in  London,  and  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  were 
deputed  to  attend  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Associa- 
tion Annual  Conference  to  be  held  at  Leicester,  but 
which  was  postponed  in  consequence  of  the  war. 

The  various  circulars  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  on  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Children’s 
Country  Holiday,  Small-pox,  “ Milk  and  Dairies 
Act  ” and  Summer  Diarrhoea  were  received  and 
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considered.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  last 
named,  for  which,  besides  posting  bills  with  general 
instructions,  illustrated  educational  cartoons  as  to 
the  spread  of  disease  by  house  Hies  were  distributed 
particularly  to  all  the  elementary  school  depart- 
ments, which  afford  an  opportunity  of  enlightening 
the  mind  at  an  early  age  and  were  utilised  by  the 
teachers  for  that  purpose,  beneficially  it  is  to  be 
hoped. 

The  death  rate,  though  lower  than  last  year,  is 
still  too  high.  It  is  kept  up  by  the  infant  mortality, 
and  that  largely  by  diarrhoea,  which  was  responsible 
for  over  20  per  cent,  of  the  infant  rate. 

The  birth  rate,  though  higher  than  the  County 
and  much  above  England  and  Wales,  continues  to 
drop  and  is  sensibly  lower.  The  relative  positions  of 
the  different  townships  are  shewn  on  Table  V.  The 
highest  was  at  Shotton  and,  as  usual,  the  infant  death 
rate  accompanies  it.  High  authority  maintains  that 
there  is  no  unavoidable  relationship  between  a high 
birth  rate  and  a high  infant  mortality;  nevertheless 
it  is  there.  In  the  case  of  a mother  with  a large 
family  and  without  domestic  help,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  attention  devoted  to  each  child  must  vary 
inversely  with  the  number.  Nor  is  the  elementary 
education  system  free  from  blame.  Considering 
the  importance  of  maternity  to  the  female  half  of 
the  population,  the  interest  of  the  girl  should  be 
encouraged  in  real  domestic  work  (not  the  book 
kind)  and  infant  tending,  instead  of  trashy  attempts 
at  drill  and  science  “ culture  ”.  The  illegitimate 
births  were  E20  per  thousand  of  population  and 
3*41  per  cent,  of  total  births:  lower  than  usual  and 
highest  in  the  northern  section  of  the  district.  The 
infant  mortality  among  these  was  262,  against  153 
among  the  legitimate. 

In  the  face  of  adverse  circumstances,  the  record 
of  the  year’s  work  is  fairly  presentable:  426  old 
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houses  improved;  41  rebuilt;  434  new  houses  built 
and  occupied,  besides  101  owned  by  your  Council 
at  Murton,  and  a further  instalment  of  641  houses 
under  the  Inspection  of  Districts;  two  large  sewer- 
age systems  and  a new  Isolation  Hospital  on  the 
way;  in  the  Surveyor’s  department  an  amount  of 
sewerage  much  in  excess  of  any  previous  year  has 
been  carried  out,  also  twenty-eight  streets  made  up, 
with  plans  for  a like  further  number  completed. 
The  importance  of  making  streets,  especially  back 
streets,  and  paving  about  houses  cannot  be  over- 
estimated in  regard  to  the  corresponding  increase 
of  health  and  comfort. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  difficulty  during  the 
war  crisis  of  securing  labour  to  carry  on  the  most 
pressing  work,  I forbear  to  suggest  further  required 
improvements. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified, 
though  higher  than  the  year  before,  still  contrasts 
favourably,  and  is  most  satisfactory  in  the  case  of 
enteric  fever: —

The  infant  mortality  is  lamentably  high,  and 
it  is  hoped  the  efforts  made  to  lower  this  may  be 
successful,  though,  as  explained  in  previous  year’s 
Report,  this  is  not  likely  to  obtain  soon.  In  spite 
of  this  the  generative  vitality  of  the  district  shews 
well  by  comparison.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS 
ACT,  1901. 


Every  factory,  workshop,  workplace  and  bakery 
on  the  register  continue  to  be  visited  at  least  once 
a year,  and  a few,  when  considered  necessary, 
oftener.  Generally,  the  places  are  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory condition,  the  knowledge  of  being  registered 
and  visited  tends  to  improvement.  No  statutory 
notice  has  been  served : informal  verbal  notices 
have  been  sufficient  for  limewashing,  cleansing  and 
minor  matters  at  ice  cream  makers.  No  defect  as 
to  lavatory  accommodation  has  been  notified. 

Bakeries. — These  are  well  kept.  Notices  were 
given  only  for  limewashing  and  neglect  to  post 
abstract. 

Homework. — No  work  under  this  head  has 
been  found  to  be  carried  on. 

The  Tables  on  Form  572,  with  details,  are 
returned  separately  to  the  Home  Office,  Local 
Government  Board  and  County  Council.
